Congress Begins Lame-Duck Umbo 


As lawmakers return, 
remaining time is key 
for Denis’ to-do list 

Washington 

Seven weeks ahead of the GOP 
House takeover, hobbled Democrats 
and invigorated Republicans return 
Monday to a testy tax dispute and 
a lengthy to-do list for a postelec- 
tion session of Congress unlikely to 
achieve any landmark legislation. 

Lame-duck sessions are usually 
unpopular and unproductive. Nothing 
suggests otherwise this year. 

Republicans are looking ahead 
to January, when they will take back 
control of the House; many Demo- 
cratic lawmakers and staff are more 
focused on cleaning out their desks 
and looking for new jobs. That doesn’t 
mean they can slack off. 

Congress must act before year’s 
end on expiring Bush-era tax cuts to 
protect millions of people from signif- 
icant tax increases. Lawmakers failed 
to pass even a single annual spending 
bill this year, and funds are needed to 
keep federal agencies financed and 
avoid a government shutdown. Doc- 
tors, meanwhile, face a crippling cut 
in Medicare reimbursements. 

Congress will be in session for a 
week, break for Thanksgiving week 
and return on Nov. 29. Lawmakers 
will continue until they complete

Pelosi’s Challenge 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi aims to remain the 
Democratic leader, and a deal reached Friday clears 
the way for Maryland Rep.

While Pelosi has no challenger, 
Reps. Marcy Kaptur of Ohio and Peter DeFazio of 
Oregon wrote to their colleagues, urging to delay 
Wednesday’s vote. “We should fully understand the 
causes of our historic losses before we begin the

Girl found tied up, 
but search is on for 
3 others still missing 

Mount Vernon, Ohio 

A 13-year-old girl who went miss- 
ing with her mother, brother and 
a friend was found bound and 
gagged Sunday in the basement of 
a man’s home about 10 miles from 
her house, authorities said. 

Knox County Sheriff David Bar- 
ber said Sarah Maynard’s mother, 
Tina Herrmann, is still missing, 
along with her 10 -year-old broth- 
er, Kody, and her mother’s 41-year- 
old friend Stephanie Sprang. 

Barber said 30-year-old Mat- 
thew Hoffman was arrested on 
one count of kidnapping at his 
home in Mount Vernon, about 40 
miles north of Columbus, and that 
more charges are expected. He 
said reports from neighbors that 
a body bag had been taken from 
the home are false. 

He did not know whether Hoff- 
man was connected to either Her- 
rmann or Sprang, but said he is not 
the ex-boyfriend of either woman. 


Backstory 

Officials think Sarah Maynard, 

13, had been “underthe control” of 
Matthew Floffman since Wednesday, 
when she and her brother, Kody, last 
attended school, police said. Their 
mother, Tina Flerrmann, was report- 
ed missing that day when she did 
not show up for work at a local Dairy 
Queen. Flerrmann’s pickup truck had 
been found Thursday night near the 
Kenyon College campus, leading to 
a lockdown at the school, (ap) 


Barber said authorities hoped 
Hoffman would give them infor- 
mation leading to the other three. 
Barber has said blood indicating 
an injury had been found in Her- 
rmann’s home, where the friend’s 
vehicle was in the driveway.

Obama’s Global Stage Limits 


President’s Asia trip 
highlighted failure to 
deliver on expectations 

Yokohama, Japan 

President Obama left Asia with a 
greater foothold in the emerging 
nations that could help shape the 
American economy for years. But 
his failure to deliver on his own high 
expectations on key economic issues 
served notice that the global stage is 
not nearly his for the taking. 

The president headed back 
to Washington on Sunday with 
mixed results to show from his lon- 
gest foreign trip abroad as presi- 
dent, an exhausting 10 -day tour 
through India, Indonesia, South 
Korea and Japan. 

His first two stops yielded dra- 
matic diplomatic successes and 
memorable images in two boom- 
ing Asian democracies that will 
only become more important stra- 
tegically to the U.S. But the narra- 
tive soured once Obama arrived 
in Seoul, South Korea, for a meet- 
ing of the Group of 20 developed 
and emerging economies.

Myanmar Heroine Back on Political Tightrope 


Yangon, Myanmar 

Democracy heroine Aung San Suu 
Kyi took her first steps back into 
Myanmar’s political minefield Sun- 
day, vowing to press ahead in her 
decades-long fight for democracy 
while also calling for compromise 
with other political parties and the 
ruling junta. 

Suu Kyi, who was freed from 
house arrest Saturday amid a divid- 
ed political landscape and days 


after widely criticized elections, 
made clear she faces a precarious 
position: maneuvering between 
the expectations of the country’s 
pro-democracy movement and the 
realities of dealing with a clique of 
secretive generals who have kept 
her locked up for much of the past 
two decades. 

“I’ve always believed in compro- 
mise,” the Nobel Peace laureate told 
reporters in the dilapidated offices 
of her party, the National League

for Democracy. “I am for national 
reconciliation. I am for dialogue. 
Whatever authority I have, I will 
use it to that end. ... I hope the peo- 
ple will support me.” 

Earlier Sunday, Suu Kyi spoke 
to a rapturous crowd of as many 
as 10,000 people. While the speech 
was technically illegal — any gath- 
ering of more than a handful of 
people needs government permis- 
sion in Myanmar — the authorities

Accidents in the Making 

Metro’s most common type of escalator is notorious for its frequent breakdowns 


Washington 

Metro may be the world’s largest 
owner of an outmoded and prob- 
lematic type of escalator, one that 
has suffered brake failure accidents 
in other transit systems and is noto- 
rious among experts for requiring 
a high level of maintenance. 

A recent independent audit 
uncovered widespread deficien- 
cies in Metro’s escalator brakes 
as well as a lack of adherence to 
escalator mainte- 
nance standards. 
The report sug- 
gests that the fail- 
ure of the escalator 
at L’Enfant Plaza 
that injured six 
people last month 
was not an isolat- 
ed problem but an 
accident waiting to 
happen, accord- 
ing to escalator 
experts. 

The escalator involved, a West- 
inghouse Modular 100, is the most 
common type of escalator in the 
Metro rail system. 

“There is a ton of them out there, 
and no one is really happy with 
them,” said Ken Smith, an esca- 
lator consultant and a member of 
the escalator code committee of 
the American Society of Mechani- 
cal Engineers. 

Metro’s escalator problems are 
amplified simply because it has so 
many, the experts said. The transit 
system was designed with escala- 
tors as an integral part of moving 
people in and out of the stations, 
and Metro has more escalators 
than any other transit system in 
North America. 

Metro’s chronic escalator out- 
ages prompted Interim General 
Manager Richard Sarles to initi- 
ate in June an independent audit 
of the moving staircases as well as

the elevators. The assessment by 
the firm Vertical Transportation 
Excellence covered 30 escalators 
and nine elevators at the Bethes- 
da, Dupont Circle, Woodley Park 
and Foggy Bottom stations. The 
company found a pattern of brake 
problems. 

“All escalator brakes have ques- 
tionable stopping performance” the 
VTX audit warned. It also found 


Behind the L’Enfant 
Plaza Accident: 

A quarterly inspection 
performed by Metro one 
month before the Oct. 30 
accident should have included 
an inspection of the brakes, 
said Metro spokeswoman 
Lisa Farbstein. That could 
have identified that there was 
a potential problem with the 
brakes and led to repair. A 
copy of the inspection report 
shows a completed checklist, 
but an electronic maintenance 
tracking system indicated 
the work was not finished, 
Farbstein said. Officials are 
unsure why the discrepancy 
exists but are investigating. 


“brake pads worn beyond usable 
life expectancy and out of adjust- 
ment which could result in a unit 
freewheeling to stop,” it said. Most 
of the escalators inspected were 
Westinghouse Modular 100s. 

That audit, as well as the dis- 
covery of faulty brakes after the 
L’Enfant Plaza accident, led Metro to 
launch an inspection of all its esca- 
lator brakes on Nov. 4 that uncov- 
ered scores of other brakes in need 
of replacement or repair. 

A preliminary investigation of 
the L’Enfant Plaza incident, which 
occurred as the transit agency expe- 
rienced record ridership on Oct. 30 
for the Jon Stewart-Stephen Colbert 
rally, found that the brakes failed to 
hold the escalator in place after the 
crowd of passengers on it increased 


Problem-Plagued 

Metro isn’t only transit system hav- 
ing problems with Westinghouse 
Modular 100 escalators. In Atlanta 
on New Year’s Eve in 2007, braking 
systems on three of the same type 
of escalators failed at two stations 
that were packed with sports fans 
headed for the Chick-fil-A Bowl. The 
escalators accelerated downward, 
dumping passengers on a pile on the 
platform and injuring 11 in one inci- 
dent alone, according to reports. 


the escalator’s speed. 

That triggered a shutdown in 
power to the motors and the brakes, 
which apply when the power goes 
off. 

But two of the escalator’s three 
brakes were compromised. One 
had worn pads and the other had 
oil on the brake shoe, according to 
Metro. The result: The escalator 
slid downward for 18 seconds, as 
passengers ran off or spilled into 
a pile at the bottom. 

Experts said that worn brakes 
can occur in all escalators, but the 
design of the Westinghouse escala- 
tor could exacerbate them because it 
is more difficult to maintain. 

The design requires more main- 
tenance, which also takes more 
time, said another expert on esca- 
lator drive systems, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to speak on 
the record. 

“It’s a battle between accessi- 
bility to the public and performing 
effective preventive maintenance,” 
said Patrick J. Welch, president of 
VTX, who declined to comment spe- 
cifically on the company’s work with 
Metro. “The pressure to get these 
things back in service so quickly 
can sometimes turn into ‘just get 
the thing turned back on again.’”

Walk This Way 

Drivers get road rage. So I suppose what I get is 
sidewalk rage. When cars don't stop at a crosswalk 
just because there's no light, I turn red and wave 
my arms to halt traffic. If a driver shoots out of a 
parking garage directly onto the sidewalk in front 
of me, I give the hood a smack. And if someone 
dares to screech within inches of me when I have 
the right of way, I yell a string of obscenities and 
offer up two middle fingers. 


Maybe that’s not the classiest way 
to deal with pedestrian frustra- 
tions, but there aren’t that many 
other options for folks on foot. The 
Washington region calls attention 


to these issues twice a year with its 
Street Smart campaign, which held 
its fall kickoff last week. But writing 
a bunch of tickets and then remind- 
ing pedestrians to look both ways 


before crossing isn’t going to solve 
the real problem, which is that driv- 
ers need to stop being so stupid. 

Look, I know that pedestrians — 
including me — can be just as dumb. 
We jaywalk, chat on our phones 
and dash across the 
street even when the 
signal says we have 
just two seconds 
left. But because of 
that human instinct 
for self-preserva- 
tion, very few peo- 
ple mindlessly wan- 
der into the path of a 
hunk of moving steel, says George 
Branyan, the pedestrian coordina- 
tor for the District Department of 
Transportation. Instead, he says, it’s 
far more likely for a pedestrian to 
be hit in a crosswalk by a turning 
car. As a walker, what can you real- 
ly do to avoid that? Nothing. 

In a coincidental bit of timing, 
WMATA just launched a trial of a 
safety measure on 10 bus routes. 
Those outside can hear a loud 
announcement in English and then 
Spanish, “Pedestrians, the bus is 
turning,” while inside, the driver is 
reminded to look around and not hit 
anybody. (As you may know, Metro- 
buses have been involved in several 
recent pedestrian deaths.) 

The blogosphere has been burn- 
ing up with various criticisms — 
it’s too noisy, it puts the onus on 
pedestrians and the repetitive mes- 
sage will quickly lose all meaning. 
I can’t say I completely disagree. 
But at least it’s something, and, 
hopefully, it’s a starting point for 
future pedestrian-awareness pro- 
grams. And I bet it’s more effective 
than my cursing.

Feds: Arrests Not Finished 



Probe that led agency 
to Pr. George’s exec 
is wide-ranging effort 

Greenbelt, Md. 

The arrests Friday of Prince 
George’s County Executive Jack B. 
Johnson and his wife suggest that 
a federal investigation of corrup- 
tion in county government, long a 
subject of rumor and speculation, 
is reaching critical mass. 

Law enforcement officials famil- 
iar with the probe, which is being 
overseen by the U.S. attorney for 
Maryland, said more arrests are 
expected, possibly this week. 

Johnson, whose term ends next 
month, and his wife, Leslie John- 
son, newly elected to the Prince 
George’s County Council, were 
charged with destroying and tam- 
pering with evidence. 

They were arrested after Jack 
Johnson pocketed $15,000 in cash 
from a developer Friday, the FBI 
said in an affidavit, and his wife, 
at home, stuffed $79,600 in cash 


in her underwear and flushed 
a $100,000 check down a toi- 
let as federal agents knocked on 
her door. 

Speaking on the condition of 
anonymity because the investi- 
gation is continuing, authorities 
said the FBI intends to conduct 
more searches of homes and offic- 
es, seeking evidence of graft relat- 
ed to developer contracts. 

On Friday, agents carried out 


searches at the Johnsons’ home 
and the County Administration 
Building. 

A spokesman for County Execu- 
tive-elect Rushern L. Baker III, who 
has pledged ethics reform, issued 
a statement Saturday saying the 
arrests would not interfere with 
his new administration’s efforts 
to focus on residents’ needs and 
to clean up county business prac- 
tices. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

One of the most important deci- 
sions a small business owner 
makes is who he or she should hire 
for financial advice. Choosing the 
right accountant or tax attorney 
can help a company grow and be 
profitable. 

But too often, owners decide to 
hire a friend of a friend or some- 
one they heard about thirdhand. 
They don’t take the time to research 
and interview different prospects 
to determine who would be the 
best fit. 

You might hear of an accountant 
or attorney who’s just brilliant. But 
if he or she knows nothing about 
your kind of business, you won’t 
get the best advice possible. You 


could even lose money. 

Marcia Suelzer, a senior tax 
writer with Business Owner’s 
Toolkit, a division of Wolters 
Kluwer, noted that the govern- 
ment has tax breaks for specif- 
ic industries.

Congress’ Lack 
Of Action Makes 
Tax Advice Hard 

New York 

The lack of action in Congress on the 
Bush-era tax cuts has turned routine 
year-end tax advice on its head. Typ- 
ically at this time of year, advisers 
offer up recommendations designed 
to reduce the amount of taxes you’ll 
have to pay — or increase your refund 
— when you file your return. 

But the lingering question about 
whether tax rates will go up in 2011 
has made it more difficult to offer 
sound advice. If tax rates were cer- 
tain to rise, savvy individuals would 
want to make different moves than 
if rates stay where they are. 

Congress heads back to work for 
a lame-duck session next week, and 
while tax cuts are expected to be 
high on the to-do list, a resolution 
is still far from clear. If Congress 
does not act, the largest number of 
taxpayers will be hit by a hike in 
the 25 percent tax bracket for those 
who earn between $34,000 and 
$82,400. Their rate would climb 
to 28 percent. The highest earn- 
ers will see their rate climb from 
35 to 39.6 percent, (ap)

It was his 
second miss of the game after mak- 
ing 14 in a row to start the sea- 
son. Scobee missed a 39-yarder 
wide right on the first play of the 
fourth quarter. 

Scobee’s second shank gave 
Houston the ball with a chance to 
win it, but the Texans needed to 
drive 6 7 yards in 1:34 with no tim- 
eouts. They moved the ball some 
and got close to field-goal range, 
but Joel Dreessen fumbled on a 
third-and-15 play. 

Thomas finished with eight 
catches for 149 yards, both career 
highs. He also ran for 18 yards.

The Bills became the NFL’s 
final team to win this season and
